The Many Difficulties and Dangers 
Encountered by Those Who Go 
Far Afield 

Much fis heard of Canada’s natural 
| resources—her mincrals, waterpower, 
forests, fisheries and lands, and ws 
|have learned to value them highly, 
| says the natural resources intelligence 
|service of the department of the in- 
|terlor. ‘They mean everything to this 
young country. 

Very few, however, appreciate tho 
| diMeulttes, the hardships, and, many 
|times, the privations under which the 
| ploneers in discoveries, labor in mak- 
inig known our wealth in natural re- 
| sources, 
| The interlor department has just 
}sent an expedition to the northern 1s- 
\lands of the Arctic. The vessel car- 
‘ries a number of scientists, who will 
report on the resources of that coun- 
\ try. Another party is being sent 
jalong the northern limits of the main- 
land, from the Mackenzie to Hudson 
Bay, exploring the territory wherein 
|i {s atready generaliy known valu- 
able resources In minerals exist. These 
{men will spend the winter {n the north. 

Even in wore southerly latitudes 
;Canada has areas in which the work 
| ty not easy. In the mountains of 
| British Columbia geologists are mak- 
ing surveys that may meaen untold 
/millions in mineral wealth to Canada, 
{but they are doing so sometimes at 
great risk and often under difficult con- 
ditions. A recent report from one of 
the parties states that the work had 
been delayed until late in the season 
by bad weather, including belated 
snowstorms, In order to overcome 
the lost time the party was now work- 
ing from 4.30 in the morning till 8 
o'clock In the evening, and Sundays 
have been entirely removed from the 
| calendar. 
| In 1923 a geological party in north- 
western Quebec lost two members of 
its purty by drowning. There are no 
bridges in the wilds, and turbulent 
streams frequently have to be crossed 
or navigated often at great risk. 

This spring, at a tw vtoring station

BEAUTIFYING A RAILROAD SYSTEM

trangers, travelling upon the railways in Canada 

find pleasure in passing through a country that 
is new and fresh and possessing a wild, primitive 
grandeur practically untarnished. But in no smal! 
degree this pleasure is heightened and contributed | 
to by a wonderful transformation wrought artificially | 
by the lavish use of trees and flowers which have 
been planted and cultivated under the supervision of 
expert horticulturists employed for the purpose by 
the railway company. 

The most striking example of what can be effected 
by this means is to be seen along the Canadian Pa 
cific tracks through the Prairie Provinces, according 
to an article on the subject in the April “Landscape 
Architecture” by E. L. Chicanot. 

“Along the. more than three thousand miles of 
main line,”’ writes Mr. Chicanot, “there were naturally 
a good many men, station agents, section foremen 
and others who were garden lovers and who, with 
the limited means at their command and to the best 
of their ability, cultivated little pieces of ground 
about the scenes of their activities. The planting of 
a little garden at a station, especially in certain bleak, 
treeless areas, was a conspicuous feature and added 
some little beauty to the surroundings. This gave tc 
a higher official of the company, about thirty-five 
years ago, the idea of expanding the work of beau- 
tifying the grounds by assisting and encouraging

agents and otlners in work of this kind. This took 
the distribution to station-agents 
the system of free packets of flower 
ceds. Inevitahiy, of course, some men did not bother 
about them but sufficient did to produce a very 
marked effect and make noticeably attractive those 
stations: where the seed had been properly used and 
cared for. 

“The 'mpression was so striking that the Operat 
ing Department of the company proceeded to have 
small gardens laid out and planted at some of the 
principal stations and division points along the sys- 
tem. The result of this again was so impressive that 
a special study was made of the whole question, and 
subsequently it was decided to engage in the work 
thoroughly and systematically and to add an expert 
horticulturalist to the staff.” 

“The work sincé that time (1908) has grown tre- 
mendously, each year seeing a number of new gar- 
dens laid out about the company’s stations unti! to- 
day the Canadian Pacific Railway has the largest 
number of gardens of any railway company in the 
world. 

“Now along the steel system from coast to coast 
lies a series of fair gardens and spots of green swarii 
and often the coo] and refreshing shrubbery about the 
station constitutes the one cheerful feature of entry 
into a town otherwise drab and unattractive.”
